Dear Mr. Beall: 

It is neither the allegations of plagiarism nor the pro forma sancti- 
mony in enunciating high principle, principle with which I entirely 
agree, that impels this letter. It is rather the contradiction between 
your noble expressions and our personal experience with the office for 
which you are responsible. 

Unless you have no awareness of the cases in your office, you have to 
!f~; know that ray wife and I were deliberately abused and caused much un- 
necessary suffering in your name and by three different subordinates, 
all of whom deliberately stalled the effectuating of what justice your 
jj r ; principal permitted, even after agreement was reached. 

One of your subordinates thrice lied in denying the existence of that 
to which we were entitled under discovery, proof of the existence of 
which you were presented from what we were not denied under discovery. 

M H This was dishonest, precisely what you pretended to deplore. It de- 
|j \\ nied us our rights and served to keep secret the fact that we were the 
; j victims of an earlier Watergate type mentality. 

Vf/ It is my belief that the obligation of the U.S. Attorney is not pri- 
marily to obtain convictions nor to be a ruthless adversary simply 
because he has the power, but to see to it that justice is done. 

With us, your office - meaning you - saw to it that to the degree pos- 
sible justice was denied us. 

| So, while I would agree that there is always a time for the casting of 
motes, we should first cast the motes from our own eyes. 

Combined with this prejudicial record in a civil suit in which your 
< ~ office often gave but not once kept its word, there is a very real 

/ // question that I would like you personally - not some assistant - to ad- 
/ dress. In this connection, I would like you ro recall, and if you can 
not recall to consult your files, to satisfy yourself that you person- 
; ally avoided responsiveness when I made complaint about how your office 
U abused us. 

Kow, it happens that I am the victim I believe of g number of criminal 
sets. With this history and with the political complications from 
which no U.S. Attorney is immune, do you think that you can see to it 
that justice be done or that I can expect it of yoji? 

I will be specific. 

I have been the victim of mail fraud. In one case, two postal inspec- 
tors told me the case was open and shut. There was no prosecution. 
There are I believe other cases of mail fraud of which I am the victim. 
It is my further belief that, because those who victimized me know the 
government you represent does not like what I do, they are for all 
practical purposes immune from prosecution. 

The charge inherent in this morning's Post is plagiarism. Right now a 
copyrighted work and other material that is my property because It is 
my own personal work are being stolen from me - plagiarized - and it 
is not even being hidden. 




Were you in my position, would you feel that you could turn to that 
public official whose obligation it is to defend and preserve these 
rights and to punish those who violate them, the United States At- 
torney in Baltimore?
